She has 
run the g amut from a dishwasher in 
a cheap boarding house to the friend 
of emperors and presidents and back 
ag ain to g rinding pov erty .

She was kiiow’n as “ Mrs. Folsom, of 
Barcelona,” when she first landed in 
the Quaker city with hcff tw'o children, 
a beautiful black-ey ed woman, who 
seemed badly 
out 
of 
place in the 
kitchen of the Rose street boarding 
house where she commenced her con­ 
quest of social Philadelphia. 
Here 
she mot J ohn McMurrow% prosperous 
sail maker, who married her and took 
her away from boarding house life. 
One of the missing steps which nev ­ 
er came lo lig ht follows here, for she 
nex t appeared, sev eral y ears later, in 
an eleg ant mansion down in the aristo­ 
cratic quarter 
surrounding 
Ritten- 
house Square, with serv ants, jewels, 
carriag es 
and 
influential 
friends. 
There are rumors of a career in New 
Orleans at this time, but only the dead 
woman herself qoiild tell by what pro­ 
cess she climbed from Rose street to 
the social prominence of her palmy 
day s. 
She now sty led herself the Countess 
de Beefancourt, heiress of the g reat 
Spanish family which early In the 
century bad emig rated to Cuba. The 
estates had been confiscated by the 
Spanish g ov ernment and she had a 
little bill ag ainst King Alfonso for 
something like $36,000,000. On the 
streng th of this claim she Is m id to 


hav e secured hundreds of thousands 
of dollars from Philadelphia and New 
York capitalists. 
Finally in 1883 the Spanish ambas­ 
sador at Washing ton, Senor B a r^ 
discov ered that he had entang led him­ 
self and certain 
g ov ernment funds 
with an adv enturess and committed 
suicide in a New York hotel. 
Generals Grant and Sherman, Presi­ 
dent Clev eland, and other hig h officials 
of the time were frequently seen in 
M « . 
McMurrow’s 
eleg ant 
drawing 
rooms in the late *7 0s, and when Em­ 
peror Don Pedro, of Brazil, v isited 
the country for the centennial celebra­ 
tion in 187 6 he wa|i her g uest for sev ­ 
eral weeks. 
J ust w’hen or how the decline in 
her fortunes commenced is almost as 
much of a my stery as the process of 
their sudden rise. 
She g radually be­ 
came inv olv ed in financial difficulties, 
her story of disting uished lineag e was 
scouted, and her palatial home was 
sold to satisfy creditors and the ca­ 
reer which beg an in pov erty ended in 
deg radation.

The use of dogs in 
the Japanese- 
Russian war, which attracted much 
attention, was really nothing new, 
say s Leslie’s Weekly . 
Far back In 
the antiquities dogs were employ ed in 
military operations with great success. 
The acuteness of the animals senses, 
his affection for his master, his docili­ 
ty and intelligence, made him valua­ 
ble centuries ago in both defense and 
attack. 
In the dark ages dogs were often 
posted in towers to warn the garrison 
of the enemy ’s approach, and were 
even clad in armor to guard military 
camps. They were frequently used to 
defend convoy s and luggage, and to 
bring confusion in the ranks of the 
enemy ’s cavalry . 
Even 
fires were 
placed on the dogs’ back, to set fire to 
the enemy ’s camps. 
In the fifteenth and sixteenth cen­ 
tury several military powers had en­ 
ormous packs of dogs, and it was not 
uncommon for the animals to meet In 
skirmishes and between themselves 
fight out big battles. Napoleon, in his 
Austrian campaign, 
used 
dogs as 
scouts, and in 
18 8 2 the Austrians 
trained dogs to scent ambushes. 
More recently the Germans have 
been training and experimenting with 
dogs, %vhile Italy , Ru ssia, and France 
have also taken them up. 
Of the Eu­ 
ropean powers, only England has left 
dogs entirely out of consideration in 
military affairs.

The original dining table with its 
claw feet and old-fashioned Chippen­ 
dale bureaus are there and the old 
hall clock still tick s off the hours as 
merrily as it did of old. 
The parlor wall paper, howev er, is 
what driv es the guests into ecstacies, 
for it certainly is beautiful.

H er system was permeated with 
the drug, and had adapted itself to 
U so that it was like a machine ener­ 
gized by poison and working only un­ 
der its stimulus. 
T hli is inv ariably 
the phenomenon to occur when the 
body is accustomed by degrees to any 
drug or poison. At first Intrusion of 
the foreigner the system rev olts and 
sends a warning to the reason In the 
shape of nausea, headache, or diges­ 
tiv e derangement. If this Is disregard­ 
ed, and the enemy admitted again and 
again, the physical being finally makes 
truce with the Inv ader—acceptss Its 
terms, ev en at the price of health and 
happiness. If only to Insure Its own 
existence. 
Druggists, before restrictiv e laws 
were passed, used to he worried by a 
regular clientele of customers who 
bought their cocaine In powders rang­ 
ing all the way from half a grain to 
ten-grain doses, or In capsules, or In 
crytals, or In tablets.
